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7(b) continued. Claims 1 , 5, 7, 8 and 21-31 would be rejected on the same grounds of rejection as presented in the final Office action of 
May 1 3, 2008. That is, claims 1 , 5, 7, 8, and 21 -31 would be rjected on the gound of nonstatutory obviousness-type double patenting as 
being unpatentable over the claims of U.S. Patent No. 6,162,233. Claims 1 and 25-31 would be rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2""^ 
paragraph, since it uncertain how a leg of the fastener can have two ends, especially after being cut: a new end between the base and 
pointed end, and the pointed end. Claim 1 would be rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Knowles (4,637,194); while 
claims 5, 7, and 8 would be rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(b) as being unpatentable over Knowles; where Knowles discloses a fastener leg 
with an initial pointed end and a new end. 
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
